Salaries and wages in the same year totalled $8,300,000,000, which was six 
per cent, more than the earnings for 1949, This increased income was 
accompanied by increases in consumer spending. In the past year, Cana- 


dians spent $11,800,000,000, while the value of goods produced was esti- 
nated at $17,700,000,000,

jconnection with special lead-free 
paints for use on toys and furniture 
used by children, 

Reputable manufacturers of such 


equipment will use nothing but the 
paints which are specially formulat- 
ed for the purpose, and which con- 
tain no lead. Yet, says the Associa- 
tion, often when furniture and toys 
are repaired, parents will not adopt 
sufficient care and will use any paint 
which they happen to have on hand. 
If the material in question contains 
lead, the life of the child may be 
placed in jeopardy. Before under- 
taking any such “paint-up” program, 
therefore, it is best to consult a 
hardware, or paint store and obtain 
a lead-free product, 

The Association draws particular 
attention to the long-range program 
of research which the Paint Industry 
has undertaken to overcome lead- 
poisoning, Some of the most recent 
| developments have been with Cad- 
mium sulfide and Cadmium sulfose- 
lenide pigments, Tests were con- 
ducted using two hypothetical chil- 
dren who might consume these pig- 
ments either in paint or in chalk in 
fairly large amounts each day over 
extended periods, 

It was learned that if a baby con- 
sumed all the paint from the inside 
of its crib once every six months 
over a period of several years, the 
effects of the Cadmium sulfide pig- 
ment would not even be apparent. 

In the case of the chalk-eating 
child, where the chalk contained cad- 
mium sulfide pigmeyts no ill-effects 
were noted even though the child ate 
an entire stick of chalk containing 
33.3 per cent, of the pigment every 
day he attended school over a period 
of several years, However where the 
pigment. contained selenium there 
was a slight depression of appetite, 
possibly due to taste aversion, other- 
wise there were no ill-effects. 

The industry is continuing its test 
with other pigments, Yet it points 
out that all the laboratory tests in 
the world cannot replace vigilance 
on the part of parents of young chil- 
dren, This is extremely important

‘Wheat Planting 
By Million Acres 


OTTAWA.—Canada's farmers 
| have decided to cut wheat plant- 
ing by 1,000,000 acres, but ex- 
|perts believe that providing the 
weather holds good, Canada 
|} still will have a lot more high 
quality wheat next fall than she 
harvested a year ago. 


The bureau of statistics estimated 
| farmers intend to plant 26,000,000 
;acres to wheat, compared with last 
{year’s 27,000,000. Greater concen- 
jtration would be placed on seeding 
j}of coarse grains 

Last year, however, when Canada 
| produced a near-bumper crop of 462,- 
{000,000 bushels of wheat, frost on 


|the prairies reduced half the crop to 
jlow-grade, non-millable wheat 
| The result was that Canada could 


j barely find enough high-grade wheat 
jto meet her. export commitments. 
She had to turn down a lol of extra 
| business 

| This year, say the experts, pros- 
jpects look better Rarely does an 
unseasonable bout of frost hit twice 
in a row And if yields are good, 
|Canada should have enough high- 
|grade wheat for overseas commit- 
}ments as well as sufficient wheat to 
|meet India’s appeal for a gift of mill- 
| able supplies to make flour for her 
starving millions, 

| Farmers decided, too, to cut down 
jon the potato acreage to 454,700 
jacres from last year's 505,200. This 
probably results from east coast 


growers having had difficulty in mar- 
|keting all of their last year’s crop. 
By contrast flaxgrowing farmers 
have reported intentions of planting 
{1,045,000 to flaxseed, double 
| the 547,000 acres in 1950
